T h e re watt a row of alm ost riotous 
proportions across th e river S a tu rd ay 
n ig h t aud several F a st Liverpool m en 
were Injured In th e fray. 
T h e most 
seriously Injured m an, however. 
Is 
J o h n 
W alker,

W est 
V irg in ia 
farm er, who lies a t his hom e a few 
m iles back In 
H ancock county, 
w ith 
tw o dangerous knife wounds, m ak in g 
his chances for life very sm all. 
T h e tight occurred In N ational Park 
an d was virtually a renew al of th e 
w ar w hich alw ays occurs when E a s t 
Liverpool and G r a n t 
d istric t men, 
tilled w ith whisky, come together. 
T h e first sign of trouble, 
however, 
seem ed to lie con ti lied Ut th e young 
bloods from th is city. 
A young m an 
claim ed t h a t one of his friends had 
been insulted by a local party saying 
on th e dan cin g platform t h a t he was 
d ru n k . 
T h is aroused th e Ire of se v 
erat of th e vouug m an 's friends, who 
lu th e ir whisky soaked m inds lielleved 
t h a t u o th lu g b u t an h u m b le apology 
could suuare m atters. T h e young m an 
acknow ledged t h a t he had m ade th e 
re m a rk b u t it was only as a joke and 
wheu be saw t h a t th e o th ers were pro­ 
voking a fight he Indig n an tly refused 
Ui apologize. 
T n e n th e seekers for 
revenge called some of th e ir faith fu l 
Smoky How crew a b o u t th e m and 
planned U> wipe th e e a rth w ith th e ir 
opponent. 
Ja c k Hassey, one of th e 
park police, and who has enjoyed a 
perhaps u nenviable re p u ta tio n as a 
pugilist, wa.** told t h a t tro u b le was 
brew ing and s ta rte d out In th e crowd. 
B ut just th en th e re was a d isp u te be 
tw een an L ast Liver (tool m an and 
W est V irginian and th e crowd closed 
In. 
Hassev pushed 
his way Ui th e 
c e n te r,and H ow ard Mercer stru ck him 
lu th e m outh. 
T h a t m ade Hassev 
wild w ith rage and he struck a pug! 
Ustle a ttitu d e , as well as several pen 
pie In the* vicinity, and Mercer cam e 
a t him again w ith a rush. 
T h e re was 
terrific fighting betw een th** tw o m en 
for u few m inutes, Mercer gelt log four 
or five hard blows on th e face and 
Hassev receiving one or tw o m ore In 
re tu rn . 
T h e m en clinched and rolled 
ab o u t on th e ground and th e m ob 
howled in glee, while several u n d e r­ 
took to kick th e one who was not 
th e ir favorite. 
T h is so rt of fighting 
was stopped quick enough, however, 
to p re v en t anybody receiving serious 
Injuries. 
W hile th e m en w e reb itin g . 
claw ing and strik in g each o th e r on 
th e g r o u n d , 'L ish a W elch, of M ark et 
street, th e m an w ho was a t one tim e 
opera house and special police, th rew

presum ably a

son a few tim es in th e face. 
T h is 
b ru tal a n d cow ardly trick b ro u g h t a 
sto rm of protest from th e crowd, and 
tw o men rushed in aud grabbed th e 
stra n g er arid kicked him o u t of th e 
crowd. 
M eanw hile Hassey and M er­ 
cer had been sep arated

In a m in u te and

T h e c o n te s ta n ts left W ellsville at 
noon. and w ere n e t a t th e stat ion I 
Steubenville by a delegation of wheel 
m en who 
had already 
prepared 
s ta r tin g point a t th e office of th e Life 
P re sid e n t Will Taylor, S ta r te r VV 
M 
Hill and Referee W O. H a m ilto n were 
ready 
for th e tsiys w hen th ey ap 
peared lu racing costum e, confident 
and sm iling 
S teu b en v ille had hear 
of th e race, and several th o u sa n d peo 
pie were on th e stre ets w ailing f< 
th e word in order to see th e a th le tic 
young riders g e t away. 
T h e l»oy 
looked well In th e ir racing costum es 
as th e blue n u m b ers p rinted on an 
orange ground were fastened to thel 
hacks. Each m an was warned to k eel 
one foot on th e ground, aud th e word 
was given. Away they sped, d o w ii tilt 
s tre e t a t splendid speed each 
m an 
realizing t h a t he m u st do his hest if 
he w an ted bi win In t h a t fast com 
pauy. 
W ith a rush they rounded th e 
corner, and th en began to strin g o u t 
in bunches of twos.
